ECONOMIC ISSUES 

1. AS DEPARTMENT WELL AWARE, WE AND BRAZILIANS TEND TO PART 
COMPANY IN INTERNATIONAL FORUMS ON WIDE RANGE OF MULTILATERAL 
ECONOMIC ISSUES. WITH BRAZILIAN PERM REP FRAZAO CURRENTLY 
SERVING AS PRESIDENT OF ECOSOC, BRAZILIAN VOICE COMING THROUGH 
EVEN MORE LOUDLY, ALTHOUGH NOT NECESSARILY IN PRECISE TERMS. 
FROM USUN PERSPECTIVE, THEREFORE, IT WOULD BE MOST USEFUL IF 
SECRETARY OR MEMBERS OF HIS PARTY WHILE IN BRAZIL COULD HAVE 
FRANK EXCHANGE WITH APPROPRIATE GOB OFFICIALS ON THESE ISSUES. 
AMB. SCALI AND AMB. ZAGORIN HAVE EXCELLENT WORKING RELATIONSHIP 
WITH BRAZILIAN PERM REP FRAZAO AND HIS STAFF AND WE ARE OF 
COURSE IN CONTINUING DIALOGUE HERE. NEVERTHELESS, IT IS OFTEN 
HARD TO KNOW IF BRAZILIAN POSITIONS ARE PREPARED IN BRASILIA OR, 

AS WE SUSPECT, ARE OFTEN PET PROJECTS OF AMB. FRAZAO ( WHO 

HAS FREQUENTLY MENTIONED HIS DESIRE TO MAKE HIS MARK ON HISTORY). 

2. BRAZILIANS HERE PARTICULARLY ACTIVE IN ATTEMPTING TO 
PROMOTE, AS MAJOR FUTURE CONCERN OF UN, ISSUE OF " COLLECTIVE 
ECONOMIC SECURITY ". BRAZILIANS HAVE STIMULATED CONSIDERABLE 
DEBATE ON TOPIC WITHOUT PRESSING FOR SPECIFIC ACTION AT THIS 
TIME OR CLARIFYING IMPLICATIONS OF THEIR PROPOSAL. 

3. OTHER MULTILATERAL ISSUES ON WHICH BRAZILIAN AND US 
POSITIONS DIFFERE SIGNIFICANTLY INCLUDE REVIEW AND APPRAISAL 
OF DEVELOPMENT DECADE H ( BRAZILIANS MAKING STRONG EFFORTS ON
